trust could be more safely and perfectly executed with­ 
out, than with a fiscal connection with this Govern­ 
ment, he had accomplished his object, and proved that 
the just credit o f these institutions was not to bo injuri.

operations. 
T hat it would load lo a currency equal in 
value to gold and silver, and convertible into gold and 
stiverai pleasure, ho hoped and believed. 
But that it 
would destroy the State banks, and send us back to an 
exclusive metallic currency, there was not the slightest 
reason for believing. 
I f he had not labored in vain,|m 
a former part o f his argument, he had shown that the 
effect o f this policy would be favorable lo llie banks, 
favorable to the certainty o f their m eans, to a safe m ea­
